and of the hundreds of rare aniiiials in 
the agt^regation none is treasured inoro 
highly than she, now a huge, ungainly 
Slid overgrown creature with not halt thfc 
wit possessed by the smallest elephant con- 
nected with the circus. 


It was away back in 1SSO, when th« 


news got around that the first elephnas 
born in -captivity was lis-ing and travel 
ing with the Bailey show.. Sir. Bailey was 
a straggling young circus owner .then,, 
battling against fearful odds. Barnum 
was at the height of his most remarkable 
career—at tl;o very- topmost notch of cir- 
cus fame, 
. Mr. Barnum, quick to see the advantage 
of having so important 511 attraction as u 
real American baby elupliant, telegraphed 
to Sir.. Bailey as follows: 


"Will give 5100,000 for your baby ele-,

Bailey to do, for flOO,(WO would almost 
have purchased the entire show. Even Mr. 
Bailey's best friends, whom ho consulted 
in the matter, advisod him to accept the 
offer. Instead o£ doing that he refused it 
and hustled east with'his circus to meet 
Barnum on his own ground. 


By the time thufc the Bailey circus 


reached the cast the whole country was 
billed with posters on which was printed 
"What Barnum Thinks of the Baby Elo- 
phant." "Underneath that heading was 
printed Barnum's telegram to Mr, Bailoy. 
As the Bailoy show followed in the n'aka 
of the Barnum circus each town in which 
the Earnum aggregation appeared wu» 
billed with the-Bailey poster;.' 


Probably the Bailoy advertising did not 


affect the attendance at the Barnum cir- 
cus. Mr. Bailey has since Mid thut he. 
thought that it did not. But the adver- 
tisements staring the veteran showman In 
the face everywhere ho went worried him, 
and finally to dodge the huge posters he 
changed the route of his circus, although 
that routine had been determined upon 
nearly 12 months in advance. He jumped 
from Sow York to Kaiisus City aud sur- 
rendered the whole eastern field to the 
Bailey sho\v. The next your tho two 
shows were consalidaccd and have been 
one show ever since.

After 
passing over these cooling coils it is 
placed in refrigerating chambers 
and constantly stirred. In about 
nine hoars The whole bulk of milk is 
converted into a mass of icy crystals 
and milk sufficiently thick to form 
into hummocks. 
This is again 


placed in a centrifugal and the milk 
reduced in volume about one-half. 
An average sample of the ice, whicb 
looks very much like snow, gives 
on analysis only about two-tenths 
of 1 per cent of solid matter. The 
now thick milk is returned to the 
freezing closet, and in about seven 
hours more it is reduced to a dense 
mass of crystals, which, alter cen- 
trifugal treatment, measures only 
one-quarter of the original bulk. A 
third freezing of 4>g hours and a 
centrifugal extraction reduces the 
bulk of the milk tc about 13 per 
cent of its original volume. 


Tbe final step of the process is the 


admixture of the heavy cream in 
proper proportions to the fat free 
milk. This final product, or con- 
densed milk, is a fair reprebentation 
of milk minus the bulk of its water.
